Court News 

Busy Week for J. P. Lindsay, 
with Some? Interesting 
Cases 


Harold R. Cline appeared in the 
Provincial Police Court in Vulcan on 
the 7th of July, charged with the 
theft of six pigs in December 1918, 
the property of Thos. Clifford. He 
was also charged with escaping from 
Provincial Police cell at Vulcan, on 
the 6th January, 1919; stealing one 
stock saddle In October, 1918, the 
property of Jas. N. Dew; breaking 
into Dominion Express office at Kirk¬ 
caldy and stealing certain express 
parcels, and also with burning down 
a barn on 27th June, 1918, the pro¬ 
perty of F. W. Galloway at Cham¬ 
pion. Evidence was submitted for the 
prosecution which was of such char¬ 
acter that the presiding Justice com¬ 
mitted the accused to stand trial at 
the next court of Competent Juris¬ 
diction on ail charges. 

Cline was arrested in the State of 
Montana upon information supplied 
by Corpl. Allen of the Provincial Po¬ 
lice, at Vulcan. The accused came in¬ 
to Alberta, waiving his rights under 
the extradition treaty. 

Clarenoe Galloway appeared in Pro¬ 
vincial Police Court on the 7th July 
to answer a charge of theft of six 
pigs. Evidence for the prosecution 
went to show that Galloway was mix¬ 
ed up with Harold Cline with the 
theft and disposal of the pigs, belong¬ 
ing to Mr. Clifford, of Champion. 
Accused was remanded until the next 
court of Competent Jurisdiction, to 
be held in Lethbridge, and was re¬ 
manded on bail in the sum of $6,000. 

Wesley F. Barnes was arrested on 
the 8th July by Corporal Allen, of 
the Provincial Police, at Vulcan, 
charged with assisting Harold Cline 
to escape from Custody, Cilne will 
be remembered to have made his sen¬ 
sational escape from the police cell 
at Vulcan about the beginning of last 
January. Since that time Corpl. Al¬ 
len has been working on the case.

uverlana Co., of Toledo, 0., announc- 
ed that it would divide its profits 
with its employees on a fifty-fifty 
basis; and the first division of the 
profits gave each employee a bonus 
equal to about eight per cent, ou his 
salary, and it was understood that 
there would be four of these divi¬ 
dends a year. This was such a pretty 
fair increase, more than thirty-two 
per cent, probably in one year. And 
yet the divident had hardly been paid 
before the workers went out on an 
obstinate strike for a 44-hour week 
instead of a 45-hour week. The In¬ 
ternational Harvester Co. has also 
adopted a system of issuing profit- 
sharing certificates to its 32,000 em¬ 
ployees. It also has a pension system 
and has instituted a shop’s board, to 
consider any suggestions or com¬ 
plaints by any of the employees, and 
on this board the employer and em¬ 
ployees have an equal voice. We pre¬ 
sume the employees appoint their 
own representatives to the board. In 
London, Eng., Sir W. P. Hartley, the 
well-known Primitive Methodist, is 
one of the pioneers in profit-sharing 
and this year he announced that ev¬ 
ery worker who had been with the 
firm twelve months would be given 
a week’s holiday, with full pay, dur¬ 
ing the summer. Mr. W. C. Good, 
the well-known agriculturist, testi¬ 
fied the other day that the man who 
worked his farm did so on a two- 
thirds share of the crop, which in a 
good year will certainly mean a pret¬ 
ty fair return for his labor. The prin¬ 
ciple underlying all profit sharing is 
that the workman is investing his 
working capital, which earns divi¬ 
dends just as does the other c&jiTtal 
invested. The justice of this claim 
is now generally admitted.

They 
came from there and are responsible 
for the assertions that—-there is not 
even enough water in that country for 
human beings to drink, let alone 
cattle, which are dying by the road¬ 
side for want of water and feed. They 
came over here to settle and -get 
a\^ay from Montana, and think, com¬ 
paratively speaking,' that things look 
good over here. That’s some conso¬ 
lation, for them anyway," but it’s 
poor lubrication for us. Incidentally 
they expect to pick up cheap land in 
this “neck of the woods” if the dry 
spell continues, and perhaps they 
will, because we all can’t be sports, 
and some of us will let go and look 
for anflther location, where they will 
perhaps be confronted with other 
misfortunes which are also unexpect¬ 
ed. Such is life. We were born to 
expect some trials and tribulations m 
this world and if we were not of the 
materials to withstand them, it were 
better we had quit before we were 
grown up. If our affairs went along 
ioo smoothly life would be uninter¬ 
esting because of its monotony, 
rimes, conditions and interests are 
only measured by comparisons, and 
we can’t judge a good thing until we 
know what its opposite is like. So 
let’s buck up. Take things as they 
come, and hope for the best. It’s a 
long road without a turn and when 
we get straightened out and on the 
right path .it will only be a shore 
way home.

THE TAX RECOVERY ACT. 

The various Municipal Acts in the 
Province provide for forfeiture pro¬ 
ceedings being taken against land on 
which taxes are i*i error.'.i. By these 
procecu.'igg the title to ih.‘ isnri is 
forfeited to the Municipality, sub¬ 
ject to redemption with'a a year anti 
if the land is not redeemed then it 
may be sold by the Municipality. This 
method of Tax Enforcement has 
proved to be both expensive and te¬ 
dious, as it requires the making out 
of a Tax Enforcemeut Return; Ab¬ 
stracts of title are required to be se¬ 
cured from the Land Titles Office for 
all lands on the said T*? Enforce¬ 
ment Return; notices have to be sen! 
by registered mail at least sixty days 
prior to date of the Court at which 
the Tax Enforcement Return is to be 
confirmed to all parties having any 
interest in the land and notice o? 
Court has to be advertised in the local 
newspaper and in the Alberta Ga¬ 
zette. After the Tax Enforcement 
Return has been ‘confirmed additional 
Abstracts have to be obtained, two 
more setsVof notices have to be issued 
and advertisements again inserted in 
local newspapers and Alberta Ga¬ 
zette, giving date of final forfeiture. 
If the land is finally sold, it* is at 
least fourteen months from the date 
of commencement of forfeiture pro¬ 
ceedings before the Municipality re¬ 
alizes all its taxes, and if, as fre¬ 
quently happens In urban municipali¬ 
ties the land cannot be sold at all, the 
municipality does not receive its 
taxes and in addition Is out a large 
amount spent in obtaining Abstract?, 
printing and mailing special notice, 
advertising date of Court, advertising 
date of final forfeiture and so on. 

Because these'proceedings were so 
expensive, burdensome and unsatis¬ 
factory the Hon. A. G. McKay, Min¬ 
ister of Municipal Affairs at the last 
session of the Legislature, introduced 
legislation under the name of the Tax 
Recovery Act, which will greatly 
simplify and reduce the expense of 
the Tax Enforcement proceedings in 
future. 

5 Under the Tax Recovery Act lands 
on which taxes are in arrears on the 
first day of July of the year follow¬ 
ing that in which they are levied, are 
liable to be sold for taxes and the 
Treasurer, Assessor or Collector, as 
the case may be,.of each city, town, 
village or municipal district shall, on 
or before the fourteenth day of Aug¬ 
ust in each year submit to the Mayor 
or Reeve of the Municipality, a list 
of all lands that are liable to be sold 
for taxes. The Mayor or Reeve, on 
satisfying himself that the list is cor¬ 
rect, gives the proper official a war¬ 
rant authorizing him to advertise for 
sale all the lands included in such 
list. Such sale is :equired to be ad¬ 
vertised once a week for two consec¬ 
utive weeks in a newspaper or news¬ 
papers published in the municipality, 
or if there is no newspaper published 
therein in a newspaper circulating in 
' the municipality. Such advertisement 
. must be published not less than six 
weeks before the date of sale and is 
! required to contain a list of the lands 
to be sold. In addition to the publi¬ 
cation of the list at above mentioned, 
there shall be published once during 
each week after the period of two 
weeks above mentioned, but prior to 
date of sale, a notice of such sale and 
a statement as to where the list of 
lands may be seen. Notice of the 
sale is also required to be published 
in two issues of the Alberta Gazette, 
the last issue to appear not less than 
two weeks before the date of sale. 
No lands, the title to which is vested 
In the Crown can be included in such 
sale. 

Lands so offered for sale shall be 
sold to the highest bidder, and if they 
cannot be sold for the full amount of 
the arrears of taxes and costs they 
may be sold for a lesser sum, sub¬ 
ject however, to a minimum value 
that may be placed upon them by the 
Council of the Municipality. This 
minimum value shall not be adver¬ 
tised, but shall be treated by the 
Treasurer as the upset selling price. 
Any lands which are not sold at such 
sale shall be included in the list of 
lands offered for sale the following 
year. The purchaser at the Tax Sale 
will only be required to pay at date 
of sale, the amount due the Munici¬ 
pality for arrears of taxes and costs 
even If the land is sold for more than 
the arrears of taxes and costs. 

As soon as the sale is completed, 
a Return showing the lands sold will 
be sent to the Registrar of the Land 
Titles Office for the Registration Dis¬ 
trict in which the land lg situated, 
who shall register against such land 
a Memorandum of SMe, so that any 
prospective purchaser or money lend¬ 
er may be protected. 

All lands sold at a tax s&le are 
subjec^o redemption within a period 
of one year from the date of sale. 
Where lands sold are not redeemed 
by the end of the year, all parties 
shown by the record of the Land 
Titles Office to be interested in any 
way in the land, will forthwith be 
notified of that fact by registered 


mail, and after a period of sixty days 
has elapsed from the expiration of 
the redemption period, a Return of 
the unredeemed lands will be sub¬ 
mitted to a Judge of the District 
Court, who, on being satisfied that 
due notice has been given and that 
all matters in connection with the 
proceedings are regular, shall make 
such order as to transfer as he deems 
advisable and in accordance with this- 
order the Treasurer shall then issue 
transfer to any tax sale purchaser, 
on receiving from him payment of 
.lie balance out.-tanding, and such 
transfer shall entitle the purchaser to 
an indefeasible title, except as to 
claims of the Municipality or the 
Crown. Any monies paid to the 
Municipality over and above the 
taxes due, shall be paid 'to the per¬ 
sons declared by an Order oMfeJudge 
of the District Court to be entitled 
thereto. 

By comparing the procedure under 
the Tax Recovery Act with the pro¬ 
visions in regard to Tax Enforce¬ 
ment that have hitherto been in force 
it will be noted that under the Tax 
Recoveiy Act, it is only necessary for 
ihe Municipality to obtain Abstracts 
of Title and to send notice by regis¬ 
tered mail, in connection with the 
lands which are sold and not redeem¬ 
ed, whereas under the forfeiture pro¬ 
ceedings that have been in force un¬ 
der our Municipal Acts, it is neces¬ 
sary to obtain Abstracts of Title ot 
all lands in which taxes are in arrears, 
lo send notice by registered mail to I 
all parties shown to be interested, 
then during the year allowed for re¬ 
demption after the land has been for-. 
feited, it is necessary for another sei 
of Abstracts to be secured and two 
more notices to lie sent to each per¬ 
son shown to be Interested in the 
land, and after all this trouble and 
expense the Municipality in many 
•ases is unable to collect any taxes 
whatever. 

The Tax Recovery A c t provides foi 
•he immediate sale of land for taxes, 
without waiting for a year as requir¬ 
ed by the forfeiture proceedings. If 
.lie land can be sold at all, this briugs 
in the taxes immediately. If it can¬ 
not be sold, very little expense has 
been incurred. In addition to making 
provision whereby Municipalities may 
obtain their taxes more quickly, the 
fax Recovery Act provides a.simple’ 
method whereby action may be taken 
at an expense that will not be more 
than one-third of what it was undei- 
ihe forfeiture pioceedings set forth 
in-different Municipal Acts, and if/the 
'and is worth the taxes the Munich 
pality gets results quickly, while if 
the land will not sell, the Municipal¬ 
ity has ngt been put to any great 
expense. 

The provisions of the Tax Recov¬ 
ery Act will come into force in the 
year 192(1, and on and after the year 
1920 the Tax Enforcement Proceed¬ 
ings provided for in the Municipal 
Acts will cease to be operative ex¬ 
cept insofar as proceedings instituted 
prior to the end of the current year 
are concerned.

IS FRANCE RUINED IN VICTORY? 


The terrific price in life and wealth 
paid by France for victory is now 
causing grave concern among her 
statesmen and publicists, who hope 
lhat the Allies who stood by the Re¬ 
public in her darkest hours will 
ci own their effort# by helping her to 
rise to a firm footing again. Since 
Germany can not pay the Allies the 
cost of the war, then It must fall on 
the victors, for somebody must puy 
it, and it has been actually figured 
out that the French, with their small¬ 
er population, may have t<] pay more 
per capita for the war than the Ger¬ 
mans. Thus far the French have 
preserved a dignified silence on this 
subject, while the Germans have fill¬ 
ed the woild with a din o f groan; 
and rhrieks that they were being 
ouined by the very moderate demand 
ihai they pay to restore the wanton 
damage they had needlessly and law¬ 
lessly done. The Teutonic outcry very 
properly leads the French to state 
their side of the matter. A French 
financial authority writes in the Echo 
de Paris as follows: 

"Our friends and allies miist not 
forget us. Our situation is a diffi¬ 
cult one, and our fighting comrades 
command the only solution. The fin¬ 
ancial team-work of the war period 
must be continued. Through her ha¬ 
bitual efforts France will attain to 
her former prosperity and rise front 
the-ruin and exhaustion of war with 
this co-operation. But if left to her¬ 
self France will inevitably fail. New 
advances must be made by Great-* 
Britain and the United States in or¬ 
der to avoid delay in the economic 
relief of the republic.” * 

More bluntly the Paris Matin 
avers: 

“The war cost France $63000,000,- 
000. Of the 26 billion demanded hv 
the Allies from Germany, the share 
of France will amount to about lb 
billion. Consequently France will 
have to produce from her own re¬ 
sources about $50,0(81,000,000. Ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Bertillon’s calculations 
the yar has reduced France to a po¬ 
pulation of 36,000,000. On these 86,- 
000,000 of the French people the war 
cost of $60,000,000,000 is imposed. 

“Germany has not been* invaded, 
and her industries can be immediate¬ 
ly put in running order. Her Minis¬ 
ter of Foreign Affairs has said offi¬ 
cially that the German nation expend¬ 
ed $34,000,000,000 in the war. Wl«*u 
the indemnity of 26 billion is added 
to this figure, the total amounts to 
$69,000,000,000. The population of

NEW ATTITUDE TOWARDS , 
MEXICO. 

Mexico’s world-celebrated and non¬ 
stop revolutionary movement, we 
gather from the chorus of our •editor¬ 
ial experts, is faciugSrreas of depres¬ 
sion that may bring it to.an untimely 
end. Paucho Villa, it seems, wag not 
wise In laying his course once more 
to the American border.. Bullets 
whistled across inlo El Paso, affida¬ 
vits were taken to prove that said 
bullets came from Villlsta rifles, and 
ten minutes after the order had been 
given 3,600 American troops were 
over the Rio Grande. Their return, 
after pursuing Villa’s revolutionaries 
south of Juarez at the cost of some 
hundied Mexican casualties and a 
dozen American troopers killed and 
wounded does not mean that the 
Jnited States is piepared to stand an 
indefinite amount of further revolu¬ 
tionizing. “So far as the United 
States Government is concerned,” 
telegraphs David Lawrence from 
Washington to the New York Even¬ 
ing Post, "officials generally are tired 
of what has been happening below I 
the Rio Grande.” He Is convinced 
that sentiment In Washington, “in 
favor of protecting Americans on 
both sides of the boundary is growing 
stronger.” Moreover, he says: 

"The situation is being made plain 
to Mexico that America doesn’t want 
to go into Mexican territory to pur¬ 
sue anybody, but unless the recogniz¬ 
ed Government of Caranza is capable 
of punishing the bandit leaders who 
have preyed on Americans inside and 
outside of Mexico, the Mexican gov¬ 
ernment will have to bear the conse¬ 
quence of whatever policy of self-de¬ 
fense is determined upon. That’s the 
way things are looking with respect 
to the Mexican situation.” 

THE NEGRO ENTERS THE LABOR 
UNION. 

Not since the abolition of chattel 
slavery, says the New York Age, a 
leading Afro-American weekly, has 
any step been taken toward the in¬ 
dustrial freedom of the race so im¬ 
portant as that of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor when it voted to 
open its doors unconditionally to the 
negro. This means that "all over the 
country the negro worker will have, 
as he has not had hitherto a chance 
to enter all of the skilled, and there¬ 
fore better-paid, trades, and in them 
to be judged on his merits.” It wipes 
out “the part of the color-line which 
most impeded the progress of the 
black race,” which reminds us that 
colored wage-earners now constitute 
about one-seventh of our industrial 
population. 

Because United States retailers are 
after Canadian lumber the Canadian 
wholesalers are putting up the price 
$2 per thousand feet to Canadian re¬ 
tailers.
